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REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES. 


To  His  Excellency  Daniel  H.  Hastings,  Governor  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  and  the 
Board  of  Public  Charities  of  Pennsylvania: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Asylum  for  the  Chronic 
Insane  of  Pennsylvania  present  their  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  September  30th,  1897. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Asylum  on  October  1st, 
1896,  was:  men  568;  women  196;  total  764. 

During  the  year  there  were  admitted,  men  132;  women 
14;  and  discharged  improved,  1 man  and  1 woman.  Died,  19 
men;  2 women;  and  returned  as  unfit  to  be  received  here  by 
reason  of  senile  disability,  bodily  diseases,  or  homicidal  ten- 
dencies, 96  men  and  15  women;  leaving  remaining  September 
30th,  1897,  men,  585;  women,  192;  total,  777. 

EXPENSES  OF  MAINTENANCE. 

The  expenditures  for  the  year  amount  to  $120,571.59, 
making  the  weekly  cost  for  each  patient  $2.91  and  18-100. 

The  Treasurer’s  report,  which  we  present  herewith,  shows 
the  items  of  income  and  payment.  The  weekly  cost  of  main- 
taining each  patient  is  increased  by  the  expense  of  running  our 
steam  and  electric  light  plants,  and  by  the  necessarily  large 
number  of  attendants  employed  to  guard,  direct,  and  protect 
the  patients  during  the  working  hours,  when  the  men  are  em- 
ployed in  the  open  air  and  the  women  are  working  in  the  gar- 
den or  in  the  various  buildings,  with  open  doors  and  windows. 

ESCAPES. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  no  “escape”  among  the 
women.  Five  men  temporarily  escaped,  of  whom  four  were 
soon  found  and  returned,  and  the  fifth  was  returned  a few  days 
afterward. 

The  Asylum  tract  includes  five  hundred  and  forty  acres 
(540)  and  during  the  open  seasons  the  men  are  employed  in 
small  parties  at  various  points  on  the  farm.  Each  party,  of  ten 
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to  fifteen  men,  is  placed  in  charge  of  an  experienced  atten- 
dant, who  is  held  responsible  for  their  care  and  safety,  and  for 
their  safe  return.  The  result  shows  that  the  attendants  have 
faithfully  discharged  their  duties  both  in  the  men’s  and  wo- 
men’s departments. 

HEALTH. 

It  is  a subject  for  congratulation  that  during  the  year,  in  a 
population  of  900  persons,  there  has  been  so-  little  sickness  and 
that  so  few  deaths  have  occurred. 

The  tables  accompanying  the  Superintendent’s  report 
show  that  in  most  cases  the  disease  causing  death  existed 
before  the  patient  came  to  the  Asylum.  Everything  here 
combines  to  promote  the  health  of  the  inmates.  Pure  air 
coming  from  the  valley  and  the  adjacent  hills, — famed  as  a 
health  resort;  absolutely  pure  water,  with  an  abundant  supply 
of  it;  life  in  the  open  air;  an  opportunity  to  do  sufficient  work 
to  give  an  appetite  for  food;  all  these  should  keep  the  patients 
in  good  bodily  health,  and  improve  mentally  -those  who  do  not 
come  here  hopelessly  prostrated  in  body  as  well  as  mind. 

Our  own  observation  and  the  reports  of  the  Asylum  and 
consulting  physicians  and  of  intelligent  visitors,  satisfy  us  that 
in  seeking  for  such  results  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane  this 
Asylum  can  no  longer  be  regarded  as  an  experiment. 

Dr.  John  B.  Chapin,  the  eminent  Fhysician-in-Chief  and 
Superintendent  of  the  Department  for  the  Insane  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Hospital,  in  a recent  report  says:  “On  the  admission 
of  a fresh  case  it  is  essential  to  determine  as  far  as  practicable 
whether  the  manifestations  of  mental  disease  are  due  to  a dis- 
ordered functional  condition,  or  to  organic  changes  of  the 
brain.  Sixty  per  cent,  of  our  admissions  may  be  said  to  belong 
to  the  first  division  and  can  be  placed  in  a recoverable  class. 
The  remainder,  while  a proportion  may  improve  and  their 
condition  be  improvable,  do  not  recover  their  normal  mental 
condition.  The  most  rational  and  obvious  course  of  treatment 
is  suggested  from  the  impoverished  state  of  the  blood,  the  loss 
of  body  weight,  and  a history  of  general  invalidism — condi- 
tions that  are  found  to  exist  in  the  largest  proportion  of  cases. 
The  liberal  and  systematic  administration  of  food  and  tonics; 
the  promotion  of  sleep;  and  medical  attention  to  the  physical 
conditions  that  are  essential  to  assimilation  and  nutrition — 
whatever,  indeed,  will  restore  the  loss  and  make  good  the 
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waste,  are  the  obvious  principles  that  must  continue  to  guide 
the  medical  treatment  of  the  insane  in  the  present  state  of  our 
knowledge.” 

A visitor  at  Gheel,  Belgium,  famed  as  the  home  of  2,000 
insane  persons,  who  live  in  cottages,  says,  “The  atmosphere 
of  the  place  is  quiet — the  quiet  that  helps  one  there,  is  that  of 
the  air,  fields,  gardens, 'and  linden  trees.  The  wonder  one  may 
observe  there  is  the  result  of  systematic  faith  in  human  na- 
ture.” 

The  visitor  at  South  Mountain  is  likewise  surprised  to 
find  that  the  daily  life  of  800  insane  men  and  women  is  passed 
during  eight  months  of  the  year  in  the  open  air  and  among 
the  trees  and  growing  vegetation:  that  the  faith  reposed  in  the 
human  nature  of  these  persons  is  seldom  disappointed. 

CLOTHING. 

The  Treasurer’s  and  Steward’s  reports  accompanying 
herewith  show  the  purchase  and  manufacture  of  a large  amount 
of  clothing  required  by  the  patients.  They  are  all  provided 
with  warm  woolen  suits  for  the  winter,  and  seasonable  ones 
for  the  other  months.  Large  quantities  are  made  up  here;  all 
of  the  women’s  garments,  and  the  men’s  underwear.  We  ex- 
pect during  the  coming  winter  to  largely  increase  the  making 
of  men’s  clothing. 

WORK. 

The  women  are  constantly  employed  in  the  household, 
sewing  rooms,  and  hat  and  mat  shops.  At  the  request  of  Dr. 
Katharine  Northrop,  Chief  Woman  Physician,  a field  near 
the  main  buildings  was  set  apart  last  Spring  as  a flower  and 
vegetable  garden  for  the  benefit  of  the  Women’s  department. 
She  called  for  volunteers  among  her  patients,  and  her  report 
submitted  herewith,  presents  a gratifying  statement  of  the  re- 
sults of  this  experiment.  We  regard  the  effort  as  being  so 
successful  that  another  year  larger  grounds  will  be  assigned 
for  this  purpose.  The  cultivation  of  fruits  and  flowers  is  evi- 
dently a pleasing  occupation,  and  one  in  every  way  beneficial 
and  quieting  in  its  effect  upon  the  minds  of  these  women. 

As  already  stated,  during  the  open  season,  the  men  are 
employed  in  garden  and  farm  work,  grading  and  road  mak- 
ing; but  it  is  difficult  to  find  means  of  employment  for  the 
men  during  the  winter  months.  The  women  who  keep  up 
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their  gardens  in  the  summer  cheerfully  go  to  the  sewing 
rooms  or  household  work  in  the  winter.  But  the  men  have  no 
such  recourse.  Out  of  the  six  hundred  men,  there  are  seven 
mechanics,  three  tailors,  five  shoemakers,  four  painters  and 
eight  carpenters.  We  cannot  introduce  machinery  or  teach 
them  to  do  its  work:  the  one  would  be  dangerous;  the  other 
an  impossibility.  We  must,  therefore,  encourage  them  to 
make  brooms,  mats,  and  other  simple  things,  which  yield  no 
profit,  but  the  making  of  which  will  occupy  the  hours  when 
all  must  remain  in  doors,  and  will  prevent  their  losing  the  vi- 
tality gained  during  the  other  eight  months  of  the  year. 

In  regard  to  this  plan  of  giving  employment  to  insane 
persons,  we  hear  sometimes  unfair  criticism  from  a few  per- 
sons who  certainly  are  ignorant  of  the  actual  state  of  the  facts. 
Whether  such  criticism  proceeds  from  ignorance  or  from  mere 
sensationalism,  it  does  injustice  to  the  noble  purpose  of  the 
people  of  Pennsylvania,  in  establishing  this  Manual  Labor 
Asylum  for  the  Chronic  Insane.  That  purpose  is  not  “to 
make  money  out  of  the  poor  lunatics;”  but  to  offer  them  an 
opportunity  to  spend  the  working  hours  in  the  open  air,  and 
to  give  them  the  opportunity  to  work  there  instead  of  drag- 
ging out  the  weary  hours  in  the  house  corridors  or  sitting 
around  the  buildings.  We  find  that  all  public  officials  and 
private  citizens  who  have  visited  the  Asylum,  and  have  exam- 
ined into  the  methods  of  work  there,  are  thoroughly  satisfied 
that  they  are  beneficial  in  the  highest  degree  to  all  of  the  in- 
mates. No  profit  arises  from  their  work.  In  fact  the  large 
majority  of  the  patients  do-  not  work,  as  that  word  means  when 
used  among  sane  persons.  Of  the  six  hundred  (600)  men, 
sixty  or  about  ten  per  cent,  really  do  a day’s  work.  The 
others  work  for  a little  while  and  then  rest,  at  their  pleasure. 
One  day  a man  will  work,  the  next  be  declines  to*  do  anything. 
If  they  work  they  do  it  because  they  are  pleased  to  do  so.  No 
force  is  ever  used,  and  no  penalty  or  punishment  is  ever  in- 
flicted for  “resting”  or  for  a refusal  to  do-  any  work.  Any  at- 
tendant or  foreman  is  summarily  discharged  for  an  act  of 
rudeness  or  impatience  or  improper  language  to  the  patients 
at  work  or  in  the  wards,  and  simply  because  such  conduct 
shows  that  he  or  she  is  not  in  touch  with  the  Asylum  methods. 

It  contains  no  cell  or  place  of  confinement:  those  methods 
do  not  permit  force  to  be  used  in  any  event,  except  in  the 
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cases  showing  homicidal  tendencies.  Some  such  patients  have, 
improperly,  been  sent  here,  and  they  have  been  returned  to 
the  Hospitals  whence  they  came.  Without  an  infirmary  or  a 
place  for  their  confinement,  we  cannot  keep  them  among  a 
population  mingling  freely  in  the  day  time  and  sleeping  at 
night  in  common  wards. 

It  is  only  fair  to  say  that  a larger  proportion  of  the  women, 
about  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  two  hundred  (200)  women, 
do  a fair  day’s  work,  and  perhaps  because  it  is  all  in  the  lines 
of  their  former  experience.  And  yet,  all  of  these  women  do 
only  the  amount  of  work  which  a very  few  sane  persons,  if  em- 
ployed, would  be  able  to  do. 

ADMISSION  OF  INMATES. 

We  have  applications  to  admit  patients  which  must  be 
declined  because  we  are  only  permitted  to  receive  those  as- 
signed to  the  Asylum  by  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  acting 
through  its  Lunacy  Committee.  The  act  of  June,  1891,  au- 
thorizes that  Board  to  transfer  to  the  Asylum  from  the  State 
Hospitals  and  Count)'  and  Township  Almshouses,  able-bodied, 
harmless,  chronic  insane  persons  who  have  been  detained  there 
at  least  one  year.  It  likewise  authorizes  and  directs  the  Board 
of  Public  Charities  to  return  to  such  Hospitals  and  Almshouses 
all  persons  who  are  found  to  be  unfit  to  remain  at  the  Asylum 
because  of  the  absence  of  the  qualifications  named.  The  au- 
thorities of  the  Asylum  have  no  voice  or  power  either  in  the 
selection  and  assignment,  or  in  the  return  of  its  patients. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

The  Institution  officials  provide  and  take  part  in  weekly  or 
more  frequent  entertainments  during  the  fall,  winter,  and 
spring  months.  These  are  held  in  the  large  Assembly  Room 
and  consist  of  balls,  concerts,  dramatic  performances,  and 
stereopticon  exhibitions.  Benevolent  ladies  and  gentlemen 
from  Reading,  Lebanon,  Womelsdorf  and  Wernersville,  have, 
at  various  times  during  the  year  furnished  musical  and  other 
entertainments.  All  of  these  amusements  have  been  the  cause 
of  great  pleasure  to  the  household.  The  inmates  are  greatly 
delighted  and  much  benefited  by  the  dancing  and  musical 
exercises.  They  take  part  in  the  dances,  but  are  so  carefully 
grouped  with  the  house  officials,  that  no  confusion  or  disorder 
has  ever  occurred  at  these  “balls.”  The  Trustees  wish  to  ex- 
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press  their  appreciation  of  the  willingness  and  indeed  enthus- 
iasm, shown  by  the  officials  upon  these  occasions. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

Non-sectarian  “praise”  meetings  are  held  in  Assembly 
Hall  each  Sunday.  They  are  in  charge  of  Rev.  Andrew 
Cather,  who  shows  great  patience  and  zeal  in  his  good  work. 

LIBRARY. 

A small  number  of  books  have  been  purchased  and  a 
larger  number  have  been  contributed  by  friends  and  a Library 
has  been  established  for  the  use  of  the  Institution  officials  and 
the  more  intelligent  patients. 

The  Superintendent  in  his  report  notices  the  kind  atten- 
tion of  publishers  and  others  in  sending  newspapers,  maga- 
zines, and  books.  We  can  assure  these  kind  friends  that  the 
patients  really  enjoy  their  gifts,  and  especially  illustrated 
newspapers  and  magazines.  The  books,  of  course,  are  also 
useful  as  reading  matter  for  the  nurses,  attendants,  and  other 
employes. 

OFFICERS 

Dr.  W.  Brown  Ewing  resigned  the  Superintendency  at 
the  close  of  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  entering  upon  private 
practice.  He  had  been  the  Superintendent  since  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Asylum  in  July,  1894,  and  we  part  with  him 
with  great  regret.  We  take  this  opportunity  of  testifying 
to  his  medical  skill  and  ability,  and  to  his  unvarying  fide’ity 
as  our  Superintendent. 

We  elected  Dr.  Samuel  S.  Hill,  acting  Superintendent. 
Dr.  Hill  has  been  for  three  years  the  First  Assistant  Physician 
and  during  that  period  faithfully  discharged  the  duties  of  his 
position  and  at  times  as  Acting  Superintendent. 

We  commend  the  excellent  work  of  Dr.  Katharine 
Northrop,  Chief  Woman  Physician.  Her  skill  and  enthus- 
iasm have  produced  the  best  possible  results  in  the  Women’s 
Department. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  C.  Wily,  Steward  and  Matron,  resign- 
ed early  in  the  year,  and  we  elected  Thomas  C.  Bricker,  Stew- 
ard, and  Mrs.  Elenora  Webber,  Matron.  They,  Francis  B. 
Owen,  Chief  Clerk,  and  all  of  the  executive  officers  are  com- 
mended for  their  faithfulness. 
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BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  CHARITIES. 

We  take  pleasure  in  acknowledging-  the  great  assistance 
in  our  work  received  from  the  Board  of  Public  Charities  and 
its  Committee  on  Lunacy. 

CONSULTING  STAFF. 

The  Medical  Board  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  have  been 
constant  during  the  year  in  giving  this  Institution,  and  with- 
out compensation,  their  invaluable  aid;  often  visiting  the  Asy- 
lum and  its  inmates  at  considerable  personal  inconvenience. 
They  can  be  assured  that  their  sendees  are  heartily  appreciated 
by  us  and  all  others  interested  in  this  Charity. 

INSTITUTION  OFFICIALS. 

The  Asylum  has  now  secured  in  the  different  subordinate 
offices  and  positions  those  whose  experience  here  has  made 
them  more  efficient  and  permanent  in  their  stations.  We  com- 
mend those  who  have  so  faithfully  performed  their  duties. 

LOCATION. 

The  Asylum  is  located  at  South  Mountain  Station  on  the 
Lebanon  Valley  Railroad,  ten  miles  west  of  Reading.  It  is 
easily  accessible  by  numerous  daily  trains  to  and  from  all  parts 
ot  the  State.  The  Post  Office  address  is  Wernersville,  Berks 
County,  Pa. 

Visitors  are  cordially  invited  on  Friday  of  each  week,  from 
ten  o’clock  a.  m.  to  four  o’clock  p.  m.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen: — I have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  re- 
port of  the  operations  of  the  State  Asylum  for  the  Chronic 
Insane  of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  year  ending  September,  30th, 
1897 : 

There  were  in  the  house  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal 
year  seven  hundred  and  sixty-four  patients — five  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  men  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  women.  Dur- 
ing the  year  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  men  and  fourteen 
women  were  received  from  the  several  State  Hospitals  and 
Alms  Houses. 

Of  the  total  number  received  during  the  year  eighty-seven 
were  subjects  of  Chronic  Mania,  four  of  Chronic  Melancholia, 
forty-three  of  Chronic  Dementia,  nine  of  Imbecility,  one  of 
Recurrent  Mania  and  two  of  Paranoia. 

The  average  daily  population  was  seven  hundred  and 
ninety-two,  the  lowest  number  being  seven  hundred  and  forty- 
one,  and  the  highest  eight  hundred  and  three. 

The  total  number  of  patients  resident  in  the  house  Septem- 
ber 30th,  1897,  was  seven  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  or  five 
hundred  and  eighty-five  men  and  one  hundred  and  ninety-two 
women.  One  hundred  and  ten  unsuitable  cases  were  returned 
to  the  institutions  from  which  they  came;  two  were  discharged 
improved  and  twenty-one  died. 

The  exchange  of  patients  continues  as  in  former  years, 
partly  for  the  reason  that  suitable  cases  are  not  presented  for 
examination,  and  partly  on  account  of  the  effect  a change 
of  location  and  surroundings  frequently  has  on  a quiet  and 
contented  patient,  rendering  them  unhappy,  discontented,  and 
often  unruly. 

Although  the  attempt  has  been  made  throughout  the  year 
to  maintain  in  the  house  only  such  cases  as  were  suited  to 
asylum  care,  I have  not  been  successful  at  all  times,  owing 
to  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Charities  and  its  Committee  on  Lunacy. 

The  fact  must,  however,  be  borne  in  mind  that  suitable 
cases  will  be  more  difficult  to  secure  in  the  future  than  in  the 
past.  The  recent  “County  Care”  Act  passed  by  the  Legisla- 
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ture  of  1897,  will  remove  from  the  State  Hospitals  to  the 
various  counties  exactly  the  class  of  patients  that  this  asylum 
was  built  to  maintain.  As  soon  as  the  counties  are  prepared 
to  take  advantage  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  the  number 
of  available  patients  will  be  rapidly  depleted  and  the  selection 
will  become  more  and  more  difficult. 

The  causes  of  death  in  the  several  cases  were  as  follows: 
Phthisis  Pulmonaiis,  seven;  Exhaustion  Chronic  Mania, 
three;  Inflammation  of  Bowels,  two;  Dysentery,  two;  Heart 
Failure,  one;  Dropsy,  one;  Exhaustion  Imbecility,  one;  Can- 
cer of  Liver,  one;  Gastric  Ulcer,  one;  Heat  Exhaustion,  one; 
Pneumonia,  one. 

I am  gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  mortality  during 
the  present  year  has  been  lower  than  last. 

The  combined  ages  of  those  who1  died  was  nine  hundred 
and  nineteen  years,  and  the  average  age  forty-three  and  three- 
fourth  years. 

The  mortuary  table  attached  to>  this  report  shows  the  pres- 
ence of  various  diseases  during  the  year.  We  were  again 
visited  by  dysentery,  having  more  cases  than  last  year. 

Our  want  of  an  infirmary  rendered  necessary  the  use  of  the 
shop  building  for  that  emergency,  which  was  occupied  first 
on  Aug.  13th.  This  building,  although  manifestly  unfit  for 
the  purpose,  is  an  improvement  on  the  dormitory,  where  the 
well  and  the  sick  are  compelled  to  occupy  the  same  room. 

On  so  large  a tract  of  land  and  with  so  many  patients  at 
work  in  the  woods  as  well  as  in  the  open  field,  it  is  almost  a 
necessity  that  some  will  escape.  I have,  however,  been  com- 
pelled to  report  only  five  during  the  entire  year,  and  all  of 
these  were  safely  returned,  except  the  last  one,  whom  I have 
not  yet  succeeded  in  locating.* 

At  the  time  of  my  last  report  the  day  room  and  shops  were 
still  in  the  hands  of  the  contractor.  These  buildings  have  since 
been  finished  and  occupied. 

ENTERTAINMENTS. 

As  in  past  years  entertainments  have  been  given  twice  each 
week  and  have  furnished  much  enjoyment  to  the  patients. 
The  attendance  has  been  voluntary  and  large. 

They  have  consisted  of  the  regular  weekly  dances,  stereop-

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ticon  views,  concerts  and  amateur  dramatic  performances. 

On  behalf  of  the  patients  I extend  my  thanks  to  the  em- 
ployes who  furnished  two  dramatic  performances,  and  to  the 
following:  Ladies  and  gentlemen  from  Wernersville,  employes 
of  the  Grand  View  Sanitarium,  Mrs.  E.  A.  Buch  and  party,  of 
Reading;  Lebanon  Banjo  Club,  and  the  Ringgold  Band, 
Reading. 

The  Circulating  Library  has  been  increased  by  the  purchase 
of  new  volumes;  also  valuable  books  and  other  reading  mat- 
ter have  been  generously  contributed  by  friends  of  the  asylum. 

The  Library  has  been  more  used  this  year  than  ever  before 
and  is  an  increasing  source  of  comfort.  Many  of  the  Phila- 
delphia papers  still  contribute  largely  of  their  daily  and  Sun- 
day editions  and  donations  of  magazines  and  papers  have  been 
received  from  Grand  View  Sanitarium,  Lebanon  Report  Pub- 
lishing Company  and  Mrs.  Henry  T.  Dechert. 

The  semi-weekly  non-sectarian  religious  services  have  con- 
tinued throughout  the  year  and  the  attendance  has  been  larger 
than  ever  before.  These  services,  under  the  able  management 
of  Rev.  Andrew  Cather,  have  added  much  to  the  comfort  of 
the  patients  and  many  have  manifested  profound  interest. 

The  training  school  for  nurses,  which  continues  to  be  a reg- 
ular feature  of  the  asylum,  has  been  continued  by  weekly  lec- 
tures. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

Many  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  year  which 
were  necessary  or  expedient.  The  barn  and  shop  buildings 
have  been  wired  for  electric  light;  local  telephones,  connect- 
ing the  Superintendent’s  office  with  various  parts  of  the  house, 
have  been  installed;  two  large  ovens,  of  the  Duhrkop  pattern, 
have  been  built,  and  a well  drilled  and  a thoroughly  organized 
fire  department,  with  a system  of  steam  whistle  signals,  is 
ready  for  action  at  any  time. 

The  old  boiler  house  has  been  changed  and  fitted  up  for 
a store  room,  and  steam  connections  to  the  day  building  have 
been  changed  and  re-laid  in  such  a way  as  to  result  in  a great 
saving  of  steam  and  better  service.  Many  yards  of  rough 
stone  wall  have  been  built  and  one  large  new  bridge  has  taken 
the  place  of  an  old  one.  Many  improvements  have  been  made 
in  the  water  supply,  the  most  notable  of  which  is  the  con- 
struction of  a large  sand  and  gravel  filter,  which  is  just  com- 
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pleted.  This  filter  was  constructed  at  a trifling  cost,  with  the 
patients’  labor,  and  will  prove  of  great  benefit  in  purifying  the 
water.  Other  changes  have  been  made  in  the  storage  reser- 
voir and  at  the  intake  pipes. 

It  was  found  that  by  placing  a hydraulic  ram  in  one  of  the 
streams,  a good  supply  of  water  could  be  elevated  to  one  of  the 
barns  and  several  unsightly  fences  done  away  with.  This 
change  was  made  and  the  result  has  proven  very  satisfactory. 

Many  improvements  will  demand  your  attention  in  the  near 
future. 

EMPLOYMENT. 

The  employment  of  the  patients  has  not  varied  during  the 
present  year,  and  much  work  has  been  done  that  was  rendered 
necessary  by  the  opening  of  a new  place. 

It  has  been  my  endeavor  to  find  for  each  one,  physically 
able  to  work,  some  employment  that  would  be  both  beneficial 
and  pleasant.  With  the  class  of  patients  first  received  the 
amount  of  work  done  this  year  would  have  been  utterly  im- 
possible. By  constant  interchange  with  the  State  Hospitals 
and  very  careful  selection  on  the  part  of  the  Committee  on 
Lunacy  the  class  of  patients  now  in  the  house  is  much  better 
than  at  any  former  time. 

The  inside  work  has  continued  and  the  sewing  and  repair- 
ing rooms,  hat  and  mat  shop,  and  laundry  have  employed  a 
great  many  women  patients. 

During  the  present  year  four  hundred  and  thirty-one  dresses 
and  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-three  working  shirts 
have  been  made.  This  represents  much  more  work  than  any 
previous  year  and  is  more  than  half  the  product  of  the  same 
shop  from  July,  [894,  to  September  30th,  1896.  Seven  thou- 
sand five  hundred  and  eleven  other  articles  have  been  made, 
being  more  than  half  the  product  of  the  two  years  between 
July,  1894,  and  September  30th,  1896. 

Last  year  we  had  a total  of  one  thousand  one  hundred  pil- 
low cases,  this  year  two  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-nine. 
Last  year’s  total  of  working  shirts  was  one  thousand  two 
hundred  and  sixty-nine,  this  year  one  thousand  six  hundred 
and  forty- three. 

The  Hat  and  Mat  shop  shows  even  more  gratifying  results, 
for  the  reason  that  nearly  twice  the  number  of  articles  have 
been  made.  The  total  for  last  year  was  one  thousand  one  hun- 
dred and  fifteen,  this  year  two  thousand  one  hundred  and 
thirty-six.  The  work  in  this  shop  has  been  enlarged  to  a con- 
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siderable  extent  and  a great  amount  of  drawn-work  and  hem- 
stitching has  been  dome.  The  Mending  room  has  been  more 
than  ever  a saving  to  the  State.  Among  the  four  hundred 
thousand  articles  sorted  during  the  year,  nineteen  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  forty  pairs  of  socks  have  been  mended. 

The  laundry  averages  nearly  five  hundred  thousand  pieces 
each  year. 

A great  many  have  been  engaged  in  farm  and  garden  work 
and  the  product  of  these  departments  show  gratifying  results. 

The  garden  has  yielded  abundantly  and  has  kept  the  tables 
constantly  supplied  with  fresh  vegetables.  One  and  a half 
acres  were  set  aside  for  a garden  for  the  women  patients  and 
many  have  displayed  quite  a liking  for  the  work. 

One  hundred  and  six  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-one 
cubic  feet  of  stone  have  been  placed  in  the  walks  and  roads, 
and  the  excavation  for  the  same  has  necessitated  the  removal 
of  one  hundred  and  forty- three  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-one  cubic  feet  of  earth.  On  one  road  twenty  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  thirty-six  cubic  feet  of  earth  fill  has  been 
made. 

The  changes  in  the  stream  have  made  it  necessary  to  build 
retaining  walls  in  many  places,  and  one  thousand  one  hundred 
and  ninety-two  cubic  feet  of  dry  wall  have  been  constructed 
entirely  by  patient  labor. 

In  the  rear  of  the  male  wards  the  contour  of  the  grounds 
was  such  that  to  successfully  turn  the  surface  water  away  from 
the  building,  a great  amount  of  earth  filling  was  necessary. 
In  this  one  location  ninety-six  thousand  four  hundred  and 
sixteen  cubic  feet  of  earth  was  required.  In  addition  to  this 
other  grading,  terracing,  sodding  and  sowing  have  been  done 
and  the  usual  work  rendered  necessary  in  caring  for  a large 
lawn. 

During  the  summer  we  constructed  a large  fountain  in  the 
cotirt  yard.,  which  has  added  much  to'  the  beauty  of  the 
grounds. 

During  the  present  year  there  has  been  a total  of  eighty 
thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  days’  work  performed 
by  the  men,  and  fifty-five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  four- 
teen by  the  women  patients,  which  gives  a grand  total  of  one 
hundred  and  thirty-six  thousand  and  forty,  or  more  than  the 
total  amount  of  work  done  since  the  “Company”  system  was 
adopted  in  September,  1894. 
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The  farm  under  the  able  management  of  Mr.  Amos  Yoder, 
has  yielded  more  abundant  crops  than  in  any  previous  year. 
It  is  now  in  better  order,  in  a higher  state  of  cultivation,  and 
better  fenced  than  at  any  time  since  the  opening  of  the  Asylum. 

The  improvement  of  the  grounds  has  made  rapid  progress, 
although  much  grading  remains  to  be  done.  By  our  own  la- 
bor we  have  enlarged  the  green  house  to-  more  than  twice  its 
former  capacity  and  have  received  many  donations  of  flowers 
and  bulbs  from  the  Pennsylvania  and  Philadelphia  & Read- 
ing Railroads,  Hon.  Geo.  F.  Baer  and  the  Reading  Park. 

Recreation  for  the  patients  has  not  been  forgotten.  One 
team  has  been  kept  busy  a great  part  of  the  time  driving  the 
women  patients,  and  walks  and  games  have  served  their  pur- 
pose in  rendering  confinement  less  tedious.  The  Christmas 
holidays  were  observed  in  the  usual  wav  and  the  wards  and 
assembly  hall  were  tastefully  decorated.  Three  tables  in  the 
refectory  have  been  set  apart  for  patients  whose  work  is  mer- 
itorious and  some  difference  is  made  in  their  diet.  This  has 
stimulated  some  to  better  work  and  rewarded  the  more  de- 
serving ones. 

The  consulting  staff  has  cheerfully  responded  to  all  calls 
and  have  held  frequent  meetings  and  made  careful  inspection 
of  the  wards. 

OFFICERS. 

Two  changes  have  occurred  in  the  officers  of  the  Asylum 
during  the  year.  The  places  made  vacant  by  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  John  C.  Wily,  Steward,  and  Mrs.  Clara  P.  Wily,  Ma- 
tron, were  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Thomas  C.  Bricker 
and  Mrs.  Ellenora  Webber.  These  officers  came  to  us  well 
recommended  and  much  credit  is  due  them  for  the  successful 
management  of  the  departments  intrusted  to  them. 

I can  speak  only  in  words  of  the  highest  commendation  of 
all  officers  and  employes,  of  whatever  grade:,  who  have  faith- 
fully performed  their  work  and  assisted  me  in  the  arduous 
duties  incident  to  institution  management. 

In  closing  this  report  I wish  to  express  my  obligation  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  advice  and  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WOMEN’S  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen: — I herewith  present  the  fourth  annual  report 
of  the  Woman’s  Department  of  this  institution: 

Sept.  30th,  1896,  number  of  patients,  196. 

“ “ 1897,  “ “ “ 192. 

Number  of  deaths  during  the  year  2. 

During  the  year  just  closed  fourteen  (14)  new  patients  have 
been  admitted,  fifteen  patients  returned  to  the  different  State 
Hospitals,  and  one  patient  has  been  finally  discharged  and  sent 
to  her  family. 

As  you  will  notice,  the  changes  among  our  inmates  are  be- 
coming less  from  year  to  year,  in  fact  we  should  make  fewer 
transfers  as  time  goes  on  and  the  class  of  patients  sent  from 
the  other  institutions  is  more  in  conformity  to  the  require- 
ments of  this  Asylum;  unfortunately  there  are  yet  too  many 
who  are  incapable  of  entering  into  any  regular  daily  occupa- 
tion and  these  must  sit  about  aimlessly  all  day  in  the  dor- 
mitories. 

Our  recent  transfers  have  removed  the  most  filthy  and  quar- 
relsome women  and  the  wards  consequently  present  a more 
orderly  and  cleanly  aspect,  the  conditions  at  night  being  ma- 
terially improved  as  the  patients  are  now  less  quarrelsome  and 
consequently  they  all  sleep  better. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  an  excellent  condition  of  health 
has  prevailed  throughout  the  year;  there  have  been  some  cases 
of  sickness,  more  or  less  protracted  and  dangerous,  but  only 
two  deaths  have  occurred,  those  reported  above,  both  result- 
ing from  tuberculosis. 

Of  dysentery  there  were  five  cases  in  all,  one  attendant  and 
four  patients,  but  I am  happy  to  report  at  this  date  a satisfac- 
tory recovery  of  all  except  one,  who  is  convalescing  very 
slowly. 

The  cases  of  dysentery,  tuberculosis  and  the  few  accidents 
which  occur,  only  impress  upon  us  more  emphatically  the 
urgent  need  of  a suitable  hospital  or  infirmary  building  with 
operating  room,  diet  kitchen,  nurses’  rooms,  etc.,  in  which  the 
sick  and  disabled  patients  can  be  properly  cared  for  and  at 


34 


the  same  time  the  well  ones  be  protected  from  the  danger 
of  infection  as  well  as  the  depressing  influences  of  being  forced 
into  close  and  constant  contact  with  the  sick,  which  is  inevita- 
ble in  our  crowded  dormitories. 

I would  like  to  anticipate  that  we  will  have  a comfortable 
Day  room,  which  will  provide  ample  means  for  rest  and  recre- 
ation in  stormy  weather  and  between  working  hours. 

The  number  of  patients  employed  daily  has  reached  as  many 
as  186,  and  the  occupations  have  been  the  usual  indoor  and 
household  work.

This  represents  the  number  of  women  who  enter  into  some 
employment,  but  it  does  not  stand  for  the  work  of  186  able- 
bodied  women  such  as  would  be  hired  by  the  day;  in  fact  a 
very  small  percentage  of  them  perform  even  so  much  as  a half- 
day of  paid  labor  represents.  As  it  is,  a great  deal  is  accom- 
plished by  the  assistance  of  the  patients,  though  an  infinite 
amount  of  care  and  trouble,  on  the  part  of  the  employes,  is 
involved  to  produce  any  profitable  return  from  the  patients’ 
labor. 

I am  happy  to  inform  you  that  my  suggestion  of  last  year 
in  regard  to  fancy  work  has  been  carried  out  with  most  grati- 
fying results. 

Table  covers,  bureau  scarfs,  etc.,  for  use  in  wards  and  Ad- 
ministration building  have  been  made  of  good  material  and 
ornamented  with  fine  needle  work  which  has  stimulated  the 
women,  not  only  to  learn  the  new  designs,  but  to  take  pride  in 
what  they  accomplish.  Many  of  the  women  have  been  induced 
to  make  this  fancy  work  who  would  not  do  plain  sewing,  and 
have  thus  received  the  beneficial  efifects  of  employment,  so 
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that  I am  justified  in  saying  that  whatever  the  additional  out- 
lay the  result  has  been  most  gratifying. 

It  has  been  my  constant  endeavor  to  have  the  patients  out 
of  doors  as  much  as  possible.  They  take  walks  in  small  parties, 
some  are  out  driving  for  over  an  hour  every  day  when  weather 
permits,  and  when  it  is  warm  they  spend  the  afternoon  in  the 
grove.  On  this  account  it  has  rarely  been  necessary  to  grant 
freedom  of  the  grounds;  I have  substituted  little  parties  under 
the  care  of  an  attendant,  thus  avoiding  any  risk  of  harm  to  the 
patients  by  letting  them  go  out  unattended. 

I hope  that  we  will  succeed  in  forming  a creditable  choir 
for  chapel  services,  which  will  add  to  the  welfare  of  the  pa- 
tients and  also  give  pleasure  to  all  by  an  occasional  concert. 

I can  hardly  speak  with  too'  much  enthusiasm  about  the 
Woman’s  Garden,  the  results  to  the  patients  having  far  ex- 
ceeded my  most  sanguine  expectation.  They  all  enjoyed  the 
opportunity,  whenever  given,  of  being  out,  and  all  that  has 
been  done  in  the  garden,  except  the  plowing  and  the  digging 
of  a few  paths,  is  the  work  of  the  women.  It  was  quite  a dif- 
ficult matter  to  find  a suitable  person  to  take  charge  of  this 
department,  for  the  position  required  one  combining  the  ca- 
pacity of  gardener  and  attendant,  but  at  last  such  an  one  was 
secured,  and  the  work  was  begun,  although  not  until  the  sec- 
ond week  in  May.  However,  the  accompanying  report  will, 
I think,  prove  that  the  experiment  was  worth  all  it  cost.

So  by  an  outlay  of  $192.12  we  have  an  income  of  $61.94,  and 
this  healthful  and  pleasant  occupation  was  provided  with  great 
benefit  to  the  workers.  I am  now  able  to  send  as  many  as  20 
women  out  daily  to  work  in  the  garden,  and  all  who  go  are 
most  interested,  starting  off  at  7 a.  m.  and  returning  at  11, 
in  time  to  prepare  for  dinner;  then  they  are  off  again  at  1 p.  m. 
and  remain  until  four.  No  one  has  ever  been  persuaded  to 
join  the  garden  force,  but  all  have  gone  very  willingly. 

Among  the  satisfactory  results  from  this  garden  labor  is  . 
the  ensuring  of  better  sleep,  of  a better  appetite,  and  of  greater 
cheerfulness.  Not  a case  of  heat  prostration  or  of  sickness 
from  over-indulgence  in  unripe  fruits  and  vegetables  has  oc- 
curred during  the  season. 

The  success  of  this  year  permits  me  to  hope  that  next  year 
the  Sewing  rooms  can  be  closed,  at  least  a part  of  the  summer, 
in  order  to  give  more  of  the  patients  the  advantage  of  out- 
door life  in  warm  weather. 

It  would  certainly  be  most  gratifying  if  we  could  raise 
flowers  and  fruits  in  sufficient  quantity  to  secure  a market  for 
them,  thus,  while  providing  this  excellent  occupation  for  the 
women,  making  the  department  entirely  self-supporting  or 
even  a means  of  revenue  to  the  institution.  With  this  object 
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in  view,  I hope  you  will  agree  with  me  as  to  the  desirability 
of  building  a hot-house  and  cold  frames  as  these  are  much 
needed  to  enhance  the  work  of  this  garden  department.  I am 
sure  the  outlay  would  be  small  in  proportion  to  the  benefit 
which  will  eventually  be  attained. 

There  have  been  no  escapes  during  the  past  year  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  patients  now  feel  more  at  home  and  are 
more  comfortable  than  they  were  in  the  early  days  of  the  in- 
stitution and  also,  no  doubt  to  the  increased  vigilance  of  the 
attendants. 

The  dances  in  winter  provide  a healthful  exercise  for 
the  patients  as  well  as  some  diversion  for  the  attendants,  and 
our  ball-room  presents  a scene  of  animation  which  is  very 
pleasant  to  contemplate,  as  there  are  often  eight  sets  of  square 
dances  on  the  floor  at  a time. 

The  number  of  attendants,  including  two  supervisors 
(trained  nurses)  and  one  night  watch,  has  been  increased  to 
twelve  by  the  addition  of  the  woman  gardener,  who  will,  how- 
ever, only  be  employed  during  six  months,  until  our  much 
wished-for  hot-house  affords  work  the  entire  year. 

Interesting  work,  added  to  cheerful  home-like  surroundings, 
will  inevitably  have  a salutary  effect,  and  with  such  conditions 
we  should  hope  to  report  as  cured  some  among  the  patients 
every  year. 

To  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  I herewith  ex- 
press my  appreciation  of  the  uniform  kindness  and  confidence 
which  they  have  shown  me  and  the  interest  they  manifest  in 
the  progress  of  my  department. 

To  the  officers  of  the  Asylum  I am  indebted  for  kindness, 
help  and  courtesy,  all  of  which  have  been  fully  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  STEWARD. 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Asylum  for  the  Chronic  Insane  of  Penn- 
sylvania: 

Gentlemen  : — The  following  statement  shows  the  opera- 
tions of  the  various  departments  for  the  year  ending  Sept. 
3°th,  1897. 

All  departments  proved  self-sustaining  with  the  exception 
of  the  Hat  and  Mat  shop,  which  shows  deficiency;  the  other 
work  done  in  this  room  was  credited  to  the  department  to 
which  it  properly  belonged,  to  comply  with  the  system  of 
bookkeeping  in  use.  The  Woman’s  Garden,  a new  enterprise, 
partly  experimental,  has  proven  a success  as  will  be  noticed 
in  the  statement  as  well  as  in  the  report  of  the  chief  Woman 
Physician.  , 

The  grist  mill  was  repaired  last  fall  at  a nominal  expense, 
and  since  December  of  last  year,  all  our  chopping  of  rye,  oats 
and  corn  was  done  by  patients’  labor,  and  during  the  fiscal 
year  120,000  pounds,  or  60  tons,  was  chopped,  representing 
a value  of  $96.00.  The  mill  will  prove  of  great  service  and 
saving  in  chopping  the  quantity  of  grain  raised  on  the  farm,  as 
shown  in  the  statement,  which  greatly  exceeds  former  reports.

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REPORT  OF  STAFF  OF  CONSULTING  SURGEONS 
AND  PHYSICIANS. 


During  the  past  year  the  special  services  of  the  staff  were 
requested  in  the  following  cases: 

Susan  H , aged  71,  with  a fracture  of  the  surgical  neck 

of  the  femur  right  side:  This  case  afforded  Dr.  Carpenter  an 
opportunity  to  demonstrate  the  use  of  chloroform,  in  a feeble 
and  elderly  person  ;n  the  presence  of  Drs.  Weidman,  Guilford, 
Ewing,  Hill,  Northrop  and  the  attendants.  Result,  a cure, 
with  very  little  shortening  of  the  limb.  Much  of  this  good 
result  is  attributed  ’ Dr.  Carpenter  to  massage. 

Wm.  S , colored,  aged  55,  suffering  from  sarcoma 

of  the  glands  of  the  agilla  of  the  right  side,  in  which  Esmarck 
powder,  as  emulsion,  was  used,  affording  the  patient  much 
relief,  until  the  lungs  became  involved,  then  terminating  fatally. 

Nicholas  F , aged  71,  whilst  engaged  with  others  in 

removing  large  stones,  met  with  a comp.  com.  fracture  of  leg 
and  ankle  joint  left  side.  The  joint  was  opened  to  sudh  ex- 
tent that  grave  doubts  existed  whether  the  limb,  even  life, 
could  be  saved.  Happily,  he  has  not  only  survived  the  injury, 
but  in  time  will  have  a useful  limb,  with  but  little  shortening. 

During  the  summer  (30)  thirty  cases  of  dysentery,  (5)  wo- 
men and  (25)  twenty-five  men,  two  of  the  latter  dying,  oc- 
curred. Only  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  are  reported  among 
the  attendants,  both  recovering. 

Our  female  population  during  the  year  has  been  192,  of 
whom  180  were  employed  in  household  work,  the  laundry,  and 
in  the  garden.  Those  who  were  given  fancy  needle  work,  have 
given  very  satisfactory  results.  Many,  prior  to  the  introduc- 
tion, refused  to  do  ordinary  mending,  were  attracted  to  it  and 
cheerfully  became  thus  employed.  The  exercise  in  the  open 
air  has  consisted  of  walks,  picnics,  drives  and  sitting  in  the 
copse  to  the  left  of  the  institution.  The  work  in  the  garden, 
although  only  commenced  in  the  middle  of  May,  has  exceeded 
expectations,  and  the  expense  thereof  shows  a balance  in  favor 
of  the  Institution,  while  the  individual  benefit  of  a few  thus 
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employed  has  been  most  marked.  Two  deaths  have  occurred 
among  them,  both  among  the  colored  people,  and  from  tuber- 
culosis. 

The  male  population  has  averaged  during  the  year  595,  with 
19  deaths.  Five  hundred  of  these  patients  have  done  some 
kind  of  work  daily,  on  the  farm,  making  or  grading  roads,  even 
stone  masonry,  very  creditably.  Some  were  employed  as 
tailors,  shoemakers  and  gardeners,  and  here,  too,  the  result 
wTas  as  gratifying  and  satisfactory  as  in  the  female  department. 
None  were  overworked — none  are  forced  to  work.  Those  who 
voluntarily  accompanied  the  working  gangs  derived  benefit  by 
the  walks  to  and  from  the  place  of  work. 

To  counteract  any  charges  by  those  who  have  never  seen 
the  work  of  our  people,  that  able-bodied  patients  become  phy- 
sical wrecks  prior  to  their  return,  for  cause,  to  the  hospitals 
whence  they  came,  let  us  encourage  county  officials, 
commissioners,  directors  of  the  poor,  legislators  throughout 
the  State  to  visit  the  Institution,  without  notice,  as  we  feel  con- 
fident one  such  visit  will  refute  all  such  idle  and  malicious  fab- 
rications— do  more  than  our  words  to  prove  that  the  condition 
of  all  able-bodied  patients  is  improved,  that  our  patients  are 
well  clothed,  well  fed  and  watched  over. 

Examination  revealed  the  fact  that  only  the  following  medi- 
cal text-books  belonged  to'  the  Institution,  viz.,  8 vols.,  Der- 
cum’s  Nervous  Disorders,  Vol.  1,  and  Quain’s  Anatomy,  7 
vols.,  with  three  (3)  medical  journals,  viz.,  “Medical*  News,” 
Medical  and  Surgical  Reporter,”  “New  York  Medical  Jour- 
nal,”— none  devoted  to  our  special  study.  No  instruments  to 
make  scientific  examination,  save  those  for  urinalysis.  Cannot 
a few  be  supplied,  as  we  should  not  expect  men  to  work  with- 
out the  requisite  apparatus? 

Dr.  W.  Murray  Weidman  was  re-elected  President  and  Dr. 
W.  M.  Guilford,  Vice-President:  the  Visiting  Committee  to 
remain  as  last  year. 

One  great  need  is  an  infirmary.  All  of  us  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  well  should  not  be  compelled  sleep  in  the  dormi- 
tories constantly  occupied  by  sick  patients.
